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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed on June 28, 2005 have been fully considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nishi 
(2001/0010579). 

Nishi discloses a method of manufacturing an optical element, a device manufacturing 
method and a lithographic projection apparatus comprising a radiation system (2); a support 
structure (18) constructed and arranged to support a patterning device (R), the patterning device 
constructed and arranged to pattern the projection beam according to a desired pattern; a 
substrate table (22) to hold a substrate (W); a projection system (PL) constructed and arranged to 
project the patterned beam onto a target portion of the substrate, wherein at least one component 
in the apparatus that in use experiences a heat load is made of a low coefficient of expansion 
material having a coefficient of thermal expansion having a zero-crossing at a temperature 
between a manufacturing temperature and an operating temperature of that component (para 
0096). 
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Response to Arguments 
In response to applicant's arguments rejection based on Davis and Holzer references are 
withdrawn. 

Applicant states in the specification ZERODUR is manufactured by the process of claim 
1 and possesses characteristics of the claims 2-19. Nishi teaches using material made of ceramic 
such as ZERODUR. Therefore, it is inherent that the material used in Nishi is manufactured by 
the process of claim 1 and possesses all the characteristics claimed.
